a t regular market prices. 
The average 
profit in 1913 was SIR IO per head. The 
average beef farmer allowed an increase 
c t 25 per cent crop gain per acre over 
t h e best exclusively grain fanners in 
£he same neighborhood. 
They not only 
made more money on the cattle, but 
grew bigger and better crops from the 
(fertilization of the land with the m a ­ 
n ure furnished by the stock.” 
As the average cotton farmer knows 
till too little about the raising of live­ 
stock, its value to his farm, so too 
•many of the old stockmen do not yet 
realize their relation to, and depend­ 
ence on, arriculture and the agricul­ 
turist. 
Conditions are changing so 
{that our coming men will have to he 
farmers as well as stockmen, and so 
should be educated in farming as veil 
as stock raising.

prices are always lowest, and he sells 
his cotton for -whatever he can get, 
regardless of his cost of product ion. 
Why should he be anything but poor 
and in debt? 
The Government has finally awak­ 
ened to the fact that marketing is as 
important as producing. 
A “ Bureau 
of Markets” has been established and 
investigations into present conditions 
hie being made. 
A survey of cotton 
marketing in Oklahoma was 
made 
this fall by the chief of the Bureau 
of .Markets.

ship 
yards. 
Ju n io r officers only recently 
<mt of the Naval academy will act as 
instructors 
Instruction in readiug. 
writing, arithmetic, spelling, geogra 
phy and history will be continued un 
til each man has attained a satlnfac 
tory standard. 
Academic instruction will be limited 
to three-fourths of an hour each day 
and the remainder of the study poi lo 
will be devoted to technical ami naval 
subjects. 
Men who do not need the 
^academic course will devote the whole 
period to other branches. 
J The routine aboard ship will be ai- 
* ranged so that tho following general 
principle as regards th e employment
